Sir Gavan Duffy, K.C.MG,, retired states-. 
man and.man of letters, died on the 10th ult. at: 
the ripe ago of 89, Commencing his public, 
caverr in 1842 by founding the Nation news- 
paper in Dublin, he was in the following year 
tried for seditious conspiracy with O'Connell 
and others, but was liberated by the House of 
Lords on a writ of error, In 1845 he founded 
the Trish Confederativs, and two years later he 
was tried for treason ond felony. He was twice 
tried during ten months’ imprisonment, | but 
conviction was impracticable. In 1852 he 
entered the House of Commons for New Ross, 
defeating the Chief Seoretary. In that; year 
the Irish Tonant League, which Mr. Duffy 
had founded, saw fifty of its nominees elected 
to Parliament. He introduced into the House 
of Commons the principle of independent 
opposition, menibers pledged to which hold 
aloof from both political partivs, and voted for 
measures sccordjng to their intrinsic value 
and usefulness in Ireland, but a majority of bis. 
party proving unfaithfal to their pledge, Sr. 
Gavan Duffy resigned and went to Australia 
whore he became Minister of Public Works 
and later Prime Minister of Victoria, In 1877 
he was unanimously elected Speaker. He was 
knighted in 1873 while serving as Prime 
Minister of Victoria. Asa man of letters, the 
deceased wrote prinicipaily on Irish subjects.
